MEMPHIS (Tenn.,) April 9.—Not- 
withstanding the high winds and heavy 
rainstorms reported from the over- 
flowed Mississippi delta last night, the 
Situation in the flood-stricken district 
is certainly no worse, if not better, to- 
night. The water which has been pour- 
ing through five big crevasses for more 
than a Week is rapidly flowing into the 
Mississippi again, at a point twelve 
miles north of Vicksburg, and is sweep- 
ing southward with terrible force. The 
strain on the Louisiana levees will be 
“something terrific for a week, and if 
they withstand it that-length of time all 
will be well. 

The Sunflower River is also on a rain- 
page tonight. Two-thirds of the water 
from the Flower Lake crevasse is rush- 
ing into this stream and a large area 
will be inundated from the overflow. 
The Tallahatchie and Coldwater rivers 
are gradually falling. 

At Helena the river is slowly falling 
and indications are that the big stream 
will continue to decline. The waters be- 
low the Arkansas Midland levee are at 
a standstill tonight. The number of 
refugees is increasing at Helena almost 
hourly. The steamer Maud arrived 
there late this afternoon with more than 
a hundred flood sufferers, swelling the 
list there to 3000. 

At, Rosedale nothing of- special inter- 
est has occurred in the situation. After 
a stormy night that caused buildings to 
rock and sway like boughs of trees, the 
sun came out bright and clear in that 
section today, but a cold north wind is 
blowing. In the Bogue Phalia country 
much suffering is reported. The Roze- 
dale Relief Committee will visit that 
tomorrow and distribute provis-| 
ons 

At Greenville the situation has not 
changed. All levees along the Mis- 
sissippi front y withstood the storm 
of last night. t Memphis the river 
continues to 1, a decline of one-tenth 
of a foot being reported by the Weather 
Bureau tonight. 

The railroads, with one exception, are 
again open for business and in good 
shape, and all trains are being run on 
schedule time. 

DECLINED GOVERNMENT AID. 


WASHINGTON, April 9.—The people 
of the submerged district of the Red 
River of the North have declined gov- 
ernment aid voted them by Congress 
Wednesday. When the flood came in 
the Red River $250,000 worth of prop- 
erty was destroyed at Fargo, N. D., 
and much fertile territory was inun- 
dated. An appeal was made to Con- 
gress through the Mayor of Fargo.

The heavy rains of 
the last twenty-four hours have raised’ 
the seep water until it first filled the 
gutters and the downtown business 
streets, then overflowed the sidewalks 
and finally covered the floors of sev- 
eral business houses and is still rising.

AN ALABAMA BREEZE, 


Dale County is Visited By a Fatal 
Cyclone. 
{BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.] 


MONTGOMERY (Ala.,) April 
special to the Advertiser from Ozark, 
Ala., says a cyclone passed over a por- 
tion of Dale county last night, leaving 
wreck and disaster in its path. Many 
houses were demolished. Mrs. Powers 
Was caught by the falling timbers of 
her home and died before she could be 
rescued. The rest of the family were 
rescued. This was the only fatality re- 
ported. 

For many miles the farmers are suf- 
fering, everything they had having 
been swept away by the wind or ruined 
by the torrents of rain. The citizens 
of Ozark have sent several w agonloads 
of supplies to those in need. 

SEVERAL LIVES LOST. 


ATLANTA (Ga.,) April 9.—Telegrams 
from Ozark, Ala., Valdosta Crossing 
and the ill-fated town of Arlington, Ga., 
show that this section was visited to- 
day by another gulf cyclone, ascending 
the Appalatchicola River and sweeping 
northward with terrific force to the 
confluence of the Chattahootchie and 
Flint rivers, where it divided. In one 
direction, toward Ozark, where timbers 
were uprooted and houses blown to 
pieces several lives were lost, one of 
them Mrs. Powers, who was caught be- 
neath the falling timbers of her house 
and crushed. The rest of the family 
were rescued, among them a baby three 
weeks old, whom the mother protected 
at the loss of her own life. | 

The second section of the cyclone was 
deflected upon Flint Valley, breaking 
across South Georgia and passing 
through Arlington, where but a few 
weeks ago nine children were killed in 
the ruins of their schoolhouse. Reach- 
ing Valdosta, the storm became in- 
tensified in fury and trees were blown 
down in every part. A church in-the 


southern part of the city was wrenched 


from its foundgtions and twisted into 
fragments. Tht box cars onm-the Plant 
system were blown off the track. From 
mary other towns in the vicinity re- 
ports of an equally alarming nature are 
received. 


‘ANY KIND OF RATES... 


The Western Roads’ Legal Advisers 
Say They Can Be Granted. 
[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.] 

CHICAGO, April 9.—The legal advis- 
er's of the western roads have advised 
the committee now working on the new 
agreement of the Western Passenger 
Association that there is nothing in the 
decision to prevent the roads from 
granting reduced rates whenever they 
choose, and that the roads can make 
or maintain any and all kinds of rates 
as long as the rates do not interfere 
with the convenience of any individual 
road. They base their assertion on the 
Supreme Coit decision, which states 
that the reasonableness or unreason- 
ableness of the rates did not enter into 
consideration at all. 

The-western roads are expecting 
trouble over their emigrant rates. The 
Supreme Court decision has knocked 
out the emigrant clearing-house as a 


controller of rates, although the roads 


have been advised that it can be kept 
in effect as a solicitor ..of business. 
There has always been ‘much trouble 
over this class of business, and the 
roads of the Western Passenger Asso- 
ciation have had great trouble with the 
Southern Pacific, 
was paying commissions too high for 
the provisions of the agreement. There 
is now very: little hope that the western 
roads will be able to induce-the South- 
ern Pacific to lower its commission 
rates, and the Union Pacific and one or 
two others are becoming restive. All 
the roads are looking for demoraliza- 
tion in the emigrant business within the 
near future, and they see no means of 
averting it. 


THE SEALING INQUIRY. 


Hamlin’s Position Will Be Merely 
Advisory to ex-Secretary Foster. 
[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.] 
WASHINGTON, April 9.—Charles H. 
Hamlin, ex-Assistant Secretary of the 
Treasury, who has been retained by the 
government as counsel to assist in the 
conduct of the negotiations with Great 
Britain looking to a permanent settle- 
ment of the Bering-sea sealing ques- 
tion, said today that his position 
would be simply advisory to ex-Secre- 
tary John W. Foster, who will have 
general direction of the negotiations. 
Mr. Hamlin wil! return to Boston to- 
morrow to resume his law practice, 
but wil] come to Washington from time 
to time for consultation with Mr. Fos- 

ter. 

The sealing regulations under the 
Paris award were put into operation in 
1894, and were to run five years, or 
two seasons longer.

Republicans Expected to Arrange 
‘Senate Committees. 


They Find Discrimination Would 
Cause Trouble. 


Senator McMillin Says Satisfactory 
Progress Has Been Made—Puz- 
zling Questions of the Dingley 
Bill not Yet Disposed Of. 


[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.] 
WASHINGTON, April 9.—The com- 


mittee representing respectively the Re- 


publican and Democratic sides of the 
Senate resumed their efforts today to 
reach an agreement on a basis of reor- 
ganizing the Senate committees. The 
Republicans have gone to work with 
the serious intention of taking charge of 
the committees, but they find that in as- 
suming this task there are many deli- 
cate points to be settled. 

The tariff is giving the managing 
committee and all the Republican Sen- 
ators more concern than any other fac- 
tor in the situation. It is doubtful 
whether they would attempt to proceed 
but for this bill. 
thit if they do not take the work in 
hand the bill may be seriously de- 
layed, some of the Democrats having 
practically warned them that they will 
object to any further legislation of any 
character until the committees shall be 
filled. There is also a feeling upon the 
Republican side that any allotment 
which might appear to discriminate 
invidiously against the Populists and 
Silver Republicans would imperil the 
Tariff. Bill by precipitating an un- 
seemly wrangle upon the eve of its 
presentation to the Senate. 

At the conclusion of a three-hours’ 
session of the Republican committee, 
Senator McMillan said that such satis- 
factory progress had been made as to 
warrant the prediction that 
tion would be accomplished. 

THE TARIFF BILL. 

WASHINGTON, April 9—The 
publican Senators who are acting as a 
Sub-committee of the Senate Commit- 
tee on Finance in the preparation of 
tae Tariff Bill, are inclined to post- 
pone the date of the presentation. of 
the bill to the Senate a little peyond 
the limit originally fixed by them. They 
express the opinion that it may be two 
weeks from the present ‘time before it 
will be in shape to be reported. Some 
of .them postpone the .ime until two 
Weeks from next Monday. 

The committee is making very sat- 
isfactory progress with the bill, and 
many of the schedules have received 
final attention, among them being cot- 
ton, and chemicals, none of the more 
however, have 
been disposed of. ‘The committee has 
deemed it wisest to leave the rates on 
wool, sugar, hides, coal, lead, ore, lum- 
ber and all the other important ,Sub- 
jects until the simpler matters can be 
determined. They take the position 
that they can settle the disputed points 
more satisfactorily after the other fea- 
ures on the bill are thoroughly digested 
and the probable revenue determined. 

Many of the smaller items accord- 
ingly have been decided upon. While 
no detailed information can be secured, 
it is understood that many reductions 
in duties have been made. The dispo- 
sition of the committee is to make a 
quite - general reduction, but this ix 
found to be a task not easy of accom- 
plishment because of the inisitence of 
Senators upon having the _ strongest 
protection of the articles in which 
they are particularly interested. 

There are, indeed, many. demands 
for increase, and some of these ate so 
pressing that the members of. the com- 
mittee are finding themeslves consid- 
erably: embarrassed between their de- 
sire to satisfy Senators whose vote 
will be essential to the success of the 
bill, and their conviction that the in- 
erests of the party demand reduction 
rather than increase

The Common Pleas 
Court some.time since dissolved the in- 
junction to restrain the defendants 
from cutting prices of coffee. 

The court reviewed the facts and 
found that, in all probability, the Amer- 
ican Sugar Refining Company, or Sugar 
Trust, bought the stock of the Woolson 
Company and did so for the purpose 
of retaliating against the Arbuckles for 
attempting to enter the sugar business. 
The court also finds that the company 
is being run in the interest of the Sugar 
Trust and not for the benefit of the 
Weolson Company; that the declines in 
coffee were made for the purpose of 
forcing losses on Arbuckle Bros., and 
driving them out of the sugar business. 

But the court holds that the plaintiffs 
are not. prosecuting the case in good 
faith for the interest of the Woolson 
Spice Company, but to protect their 
greater interests as Arbuckle Bros., 
coffee-roasters, and therefore, though 
an ordinary stockholder might have re- 
lief, the plaintiffs cannot.. 

Judge Morris decided that the plain- 
tiffs had not made proof of the facts in 
the Common Pleas Court. The court 
now holds that they have proved the 
facts, but the law is against them. The 
question whether one corporation may 
deliberately cut the price of its prod- 
uct, not for the purpose of benefiting 
itself, but of injuring a competitor or 
some third person, is one which should 
be decided by the Supreme Court.

Holding Their Own Against the 
‘Sultan's Minions, 


Edhem Pasha’s Forces Ordered to 


Surround Them. 


The Invaders Supposed to Be Merely

Set in Motion—The Powers.

ELASSONA (Macedonia,) April 9.— 
[By Atlantic Cable.] Noon.—Bands of 
Greek brigands have entered Turkey 
at Krania in the vicinity of Grevena. 
Turkish troops have heen engaged with 
them, and fighting has been proceed-. 
ing since 5 o’clock this morning. At 
the Turkish headquarters the news is 
looked upon as of the gravest descrip- 
tion. In view of the excitement, Edhem 
Pasha has sent orders to. have every- 
thing in readiness for an alliance of 
thee Turkish army in for 

4 p.m.—A>-dispatch rec® sade at Turk- 
ish headquarters here from Grevena 
Says that fighting between the Greeks 
and Turks continues. The Turks, fol- 
lowing out the instructions of Edhem 
Pasha, have surrounded the Greek ir- 
regulars, and the greater part of the 
Turkish division stationed at Grevena 
is now advancing. It is impossible to 
distinguish whether the invaders are 
supported by any substantial portion 
of the Greek regular army, but the 
correspondent of the Associated Préés 
is intormed that the moment the Turk- 
ish ofiicers ascertain the presence of 
the uniforms of Greek regulars in the 
ranks of the aggressors, Edhem Pasha 
will order the advance of the entire ® 
Turkish army. The situation igs most 
serious. 

HOLDING THEIR OWN. 

LONDON, April 9.—A dispatch to 
the Daily News from Elassona, dated 
3:20 p.m., today, says the invading 
Greeks number 1000, and are holding 
their own. Telegrams are proceeding 
incessantly between Grevena and Con- 
stantinople. 


__THREE BANDS AT LARGE, 0. 


LARISSA, April 9.—It is rumored here 
that three bands of insurgents, each 
numbering about 600 men, have ap- 
peared at different points in Mace- 
donia.

A new dan- 
ger has arisen through the circulation 
in Constantinople and the provinces of 
a pamphlet charging the alleged Chris- 
tian atrocities to the Mussulmans in 
Crete and elsewhere. This is so in- 
flaming the Turks against the Greeks 
that the Grecian Minisiter has drawn 
the attention of the Porte to the mat- 
ter. The government has taken steps 
necessary to prevent outbreaks upon 
the part of the populace. 
TROOPS MOVING FORWARD. 
LARISSA, April 9.—In spite of the 
official intelligence received here yes- 
terday saying that the powers have ar- 
ranged to settle the Cretan question by 
a plebiscite of the island, there is no 
cessation of war preparations.

‘connected with the questions of the bal- 
gnece of power in the Mediterranean. 


The government favors, therefore, a 
progressive change to the advantage of 
certain peoples which tend to escape 
from the Turkish yoke by obtaining 
national autonomy. But this principle 
must of necessity be reconciled with 
the exigencies of peace and with the 
Buropean equilibrium. 

. “Admiral Canevaro has worthily rep- 
resented the loyalty and the support 
given by Italy to the concert. Italy has 
remained faithful to the concert and 
has codperated in all efforts to promote 
the settlement desired, and in every 
proposal calculated to render the posi- 
tion of Greece easier. If only Greece 
had lent an ear to the counsels of mod- 
eration, no humiliation would . have 
been involved for her in deferring to the 
wishes of Europe. If Greece had de- 
ferred she would have attained her ob-;

E. A. Williams of Springfield, who 
was beyond a doubt burned, was 
years old, and was traveling south for 
his health. Large rewards have been 
offered for the bodies of the dead, and 
a large force of men is at work tonight 
clearing away the debris. | 

Of those injured, perhaps only one 
will die. J. C. M. Bogle of Tennessee, a 
civil engineer, lies in a very critical 
condition at the City Hospital. He in- 
haled flames and his limbs are badly 
burned. Messrs. Kephart, McMilli 
Hogan, Kreck, Hudson and Hicks, all 
of Knoxville, who are the most pain- 
fully hurt, are recovering. 

The total property loss sustained will 
foot up $1,611,000; total insurance, $614,-

He 
was sort of'a renegade from the Sal- 
vation Army,: and allied himself with 
“God’s Regular Army,” which at that 
time held forth in a tent on Fourth 
street, adjoining the Chamber of Com- 
merce But Mulcahey was too officious, 
and “Gods Regulars’ drummed him 
out of camp. 7 

Mrs. Skinner and her daughter were 
members of the army, and sympathized 
}with Mulcahey, who continued to re- 
side in their tent.

ONE OF THE TWO ASSAILANTS CON- 
FESSES HIS CRIME. 


The Rich Pnglishman Was Sand. 
bagged Because He Had Made 


Statements Reflecting on a 
Woman—The Body Robbed of a 
Large Sum.

WICHITA (Kan.,) April 9,—The 
mystery surrounding the murder of Ww. 
H. Orvis of Severy, Kan., the stock- 
man who was sandbagged at the Sev- 
ery depot on the night of his in- 
tended: departure for Kansas City in 
August, 1895, and who afterward died 
from his injuries, has been cleared up 
by T. N. Webster, now an inmate 
of the Hutchinson Reformatory. 

Orvis, a rich Englishman, was found 
lying unconscious and badly, bruised 
beside the depot platform, and his 
pockets had -been rifled, leaving the 
impression that robbery had been the 
sole motive for the crime. The rob- 
bers got a roll of bills amounting to 
$600, $6000 in government bonds and his 
gold watch, Upon the partial recovery 
of Orvis he was unable to give any de- 
scription of his assailants, and'no one 
has ever been arrested, though Green- 
wood county offered a $500 reward for 
their arrest and conviction. The in- 
jured man died suddenly about two 
months after the sandbagging. 

The confession of Webster is that 
he, together with a man named Powell, 
planned the robbery, and that the or- 
iginal intention was to kill Orvis out- 
right and then place his body on the 
railroad track, where it would be man- 
giled by the train which Orvis intended 
to take. Powell struck the blow and 
put the body on the track, but at Web-. 
ster’s solicitation removed it, and the 
very mén who committed the crime 
gave the alarm to avert suspicion. Ac- 
cording to Webster’s statement, Pow- 
ell was incensed at Orvis because Or- 
vis had made statements which com- 
promised a woman with whom Powell 
was closely related,

to earn enough for her maintenance 
combined to wring most of the happi- 
ness out of life for her. But, with it 
all, Miss Holmes has made no°little 
reputation as a musician and poetess. 
Three volumes have come from: her 
pen: “Poems,” “Arcadian Leaves” and — 
“Stray Leaves.”’ She also wrote a vol- 
ume, half-novel, half-history, of her 
life, entitled, ‘“‘Lost Vision.” 

Miss Holmes has been blind since her 
ninth year. For twenty-five years she 
taught the piano and won much repu- 
tation by her playing. Shortly after 
giving up the piano, Miss Holmes be- 
came seriously ill and was confined to 
her bed for five weary years. From this 
stage she never fully recovered, and 
for the past three years she has been 
supported by her brother in California. 

William J. Holmes went .,west: forty 
years ago and settled in Oregon, where 
he worked in the mines. Prosperity. 
smiled upon him, but in the midst of 
his success there was an accident at the 
mine. A cave-in occurred and Holmes 
was buried beneath the crush of rocks 
and timber, with several companions. 
All were rescued, however. 

Recovery was tedious, and Holmes 
decided not to go back to the mines. 
He searched for less hazardous work 
and found it in a clerkship for William 
Henry Spaulding, proprietor of a gen- 
eral store for miners at Downleville. 
From clerk, Holmes rose to the position 
of partner in the business, which has 
been growing year by year. This 
growth continued to such proportions 
itthat the store has long been noted 
throughout that section.

Court for twenty-three years and has 
been Chief Justice since 1881. He is a 
graduate of Yale College. In the course 
of an interview he said: 

“T do not think we will have any 
trouble with the Japanese government 
because Hawaii recently sent home 400

ing because they did not comply with 
our immigration laws, which are a close 
copy of those of the United tates, pro- 
hibiting: paupers, insane, diseased and 
other undesirable people from landing. 
In enforcing our immigration laws we 
have therefore the light and wisdom of 
the decisions of the [Jnited States Su- 
preme Court on the American immigra- 
tion laws to follow. We followed those 
decisions in refusing writs of habeas 
corpus to the Japanese who were re- 
fused a landing.

In fact, it is generally 
and strongly desired that the islands 
may soon become a part of the United 


States. Times are very good with us.

DECOYED BY ASSASSINS. 


ATTEMPT TO MURDER A CHICAGO 
POLITICIAN, 


Returned His Assailants’ Fire After 
Being Shot and Put Them to 
Flight—Was Warned on the Eve 

of the Election.

CHICAGO, April 9.—L. G. Matalene, 
who lives at No. 78 North Clark street, 
was shot in the left side near the heart 
last night at the foot of Chicago ave- 
nue by one of two men, who, he says, 
decoyed him to that lonesome spot by 
a false invitation to a reception of the 
Delaware Boat Club. Matalene re- 
sisted the attack, and as his assailants 
were attempting to escape, fired two 
shots at them. One of the men fell 
and Matalene is of the opinion that he 
was wounded. ‘ 

Matalene told the police that the 
cause gf the shooting was revenge for 
his. action in the recent political fight. 
Matelene had spent much time in fur- 
thering the interests of James J. Gray, 
candidate for North Town Assessor. 
He also sent out 1400 circulars in his 
own name, requesting his friends to 
vote for Gray. In this circular no 
personal allusions were made to the 
opposition. The night before election 
a letter was received by Matelene. In 
this letter was one of Gray’s cards 
with the eyes of the picture torn out 
and the face mutilated. On the reverse 
side was a skull and cross-bones and 
the warning: “If you don’t stop knock- 
ing Carpenter and Andrews we will get 
you—Unknown.” 

This warning was made sport of in 
the club rooms and no fear was felt 
for the result. Matalene continued to 
work for his candidate, opponent of 
Carpenter and Andrews. The assault 
that was.made last night, Matelene 
says, shows clearly-planned plot. 
Friends of the injured man say they 
do not think the defeated candidates 
had anything to do with it, and put 
forth the opinion that the assailants 
were persons thrown out of positions 
by the defeat of Carpenter and -An- 
drews and that it was a purely per- 
sonal affair. 

Matalene is suffering severely from 
his wounds, and it was with difficulty 
that he could talk. So far the police 
have made no arrests.

CHICAGO, April 9.—C. E. Churchill, 
cashier of the suspended Globe Sav- 
ings Bank, for whose arrest a warrant 
on the charge of embézzlement was 
sworn out yesterday, surrendered him- 
self today, and furnished bonds for his 
appearance. President C. W. Spalding 
and Vice-President A. D. Averiil, for 
whom warrants are also out, have not 
yet put in an appearance. Develop- 
ments today have brought out the fact 
that a far greater amount of Univer- 
Sity of Illinois funds are involved in 
the suspension than had been supposed. 

Two years ago the State Legislature. 


appropriated $423,000, of which, accord- 


ing to Sittate laws, enough was to be 
drawn out monthly to meet the cur- 
rent expenses of the university. It ap- 
pears, however, that in consideration of 
2% per cent. interest on the funds, the 
university trusitees allowed Treasurer 
Spalding to withdraw the whole sum 
from the treasury. This is admitted by 
members of the board. Thus not only 
$400,000 worth of school bonds are miss- 
ing, but $423,000 in cash is tied up, a

WARRANTS FOR ARRESTS. 

CHCAGO, April 9.—Warrants for the 
arrest of Charles W. Spalding, A. D. 
Averill, vice-president, and C. Church- 
ill, cashier of the defunct Globe Savings 
bank, have beenswornout by Frank 
E. Stone of the firm of Stone & Fran- 
cis, depositors in the institution. Stone 
went before Justice W. T. Hall, and a 
complaint, charging the officers of the 
bank with embezzlement was drawn 
up. The three warrants were at once 
issued and will be served some time 
today. 

The officers may have some diffi- 
culty in finding Spalding. Since the 
failure of the bank he has been “pros- 
trated.” His friends say he is under 
medical care in the city. At the Plaza 
Hotel, where he lives, it was said last 
night that he had not been there for 
twenty-four hours or more. The com- 
plaint charges that Spalding, Averill 
and Churchill, being officers of the 
bank, “corruptly, wilfully, fraudu- 
lently and feloniously did receive from 
Frank E. Stone the sum of $200 in law- 
ful money, on account of his firm, 
which was in no way indebted to the 
bank at that time.’ The deposit, it is

WASHINGTON, April 9.—The Post- 
office Department has leased the old 
Corcoran Art Gallery building at the 
corner of Seventeenth street und Penn- 
sylvania avenue for the use cf the In- 
ternational Postal Congress, which is 
to assemble here on May 5. It is ex- 
pected that the congress will be in 
session six or eight weeks. The entire 
building will be fitted and furnished 
expressly for the congress. The Union 
embraces the whole world excepting 
the Chinese Empire, Korea and the Or- 
ange Free State. 

These latter countries are expected 
to join the union during this congress, 
and will be represented by delegates. 
Each nation can send as many dele- 
ates as it desires, but will have but 

The convention will be held -with 
closed doors, and the proceedings will 
be in French, according to the usual 
custom. The first topic of importance 
to be considered will be that of transit 
rates by intermediary ‘countries on 
mails received from other countries, 
It is likely that the result will be a 


- general reduction of these rates, a cir- 
cumstance which would be disadvan-. 


tageous to the United States. 

President McKinley will entertain the 
congress at the White House, and a 
number of excursions will be made, 
not only to places of historical inter- 
est, but for the purpose of studying 
the various features: of the postal sys- 
tem of this country, and the various 
methods, devices, etc. 

The appropriation for the congress 
has not yet been made, but the pend- 
ing Sundry Civil Bill contains for this 
purpose $100,000. The usual cost of these 
conferences is said to be about $250,-

BALFOUR WAS ‘TOO PREVIOUS.” 
Mr. Balfour is reported to have inti- 
mated in a recent speech in the Eng- 


lish House of Commons, that in the 


event of a general European war, as a 
result of the Turco-Grecian imbroglio, 
there might be an alliance between 
the United States and Great Britain 
against the allied European powers. 
It is needless to say that all such talk 
is utterly without warrant in fact or 
probability. The Monroe Doctrine, 
while it notifies Europe to keep hands 
off in the management of affairs on 
this side of the Atlantic, also pledges 
the United States, by implication at 
least, if not in specific terms, to ab- 
stain from interference in European 
disputes. Unless our interests are di- 
rectly threatened, we cannot consist- 
ently or reasonably take a hand in 
any of the troubles that periodically 


- disturb the entente of the uations of 


the Old World. 

If Mr. Balfour made the statements 
attributed to him, he did so without 
any warrant of authority, and solely 
on his own responsibility. He cer-. 
tainly had no authority—nor has any 
man on either side e ocean—to 
speak*for the United States in this 
matter. Nor had he authority to 
speak for England. The whole prop- 
osition is too abeurd for serious con-. 
sideration, although Mr. Balfour's 


- gpeech seems to have caused more or 


less excitement in Russia and other 


continental countries. 

We have succeeded in keeping toler- 
ably free from European entangle- 
ments in the past, and there is no 
good reason why we should not ad- 
here to the same wise policy in the 
future. The notion of an Anglo- 
American alliance is a°figment of an 
irtdescent jmagination, and has no 
foundation in truth or probability, 


THE RESTRICTION OF WEALTH. 

A recent dispatch from Topeka states 
that a number of Democratic-Populist 
statesmen of Kansas are interested in 
an organization the object of which 
is to operate a bureau of information 
concerning a scheme devised by ex- 
Lieut.-Gov. Percy Daniels, to tax in- 
ordinate wealth, and ultimately to 6e- 
cure an amendment to the Federal 
Constitution giving Congress’ the 
power to levy such a tax. ;

all over the country on this subject. 
The Kansas Legislature took up.the 
question at its recent session, and 
adopted a resolution asking Congress 
to submit a proposition to amend the 
Federal Constitution providing for a 
tax on inordinate wealth to a vote of 
the people. The legislatures of all 
other States will be asked to adopt 
similar resolutions. The promoters 
of the idea do not expect to accom- 


- plish the object sought immediately, 


Populism. 


but believe that by proper manage- 
ment the people might get a chance 
at such a proposition in 1900. 

The correspondence from various 
sections of the country on this sub- 
ject is said to be already enormous. 
The promoters of the brilliant scheme 
are laboring under the impression that 
it will have a big run. So it doubtless 
will—among those who have every- 
thing to gain and nothing to lose by 
a redistribution of wealth, of which 
they have been either too lazy or too 
incompetent to obtain a fair share. A 
proposition to redistribute all the 
money in the United States among 
the citizens thereof every ninety days 
would doubtless meet with an en- 
thusiastic reception from a large num- 
ber of people—especially in Kansas. 
It is said that the inventors of the 
scheme expect to make a national 
organation that will overspread the 
country, as the Farmers’ Alliance did 
in the West a few days ago; that is 
to say, there is politics in it as well 
If these ambitious 
statesmen cannot sail into power on 
free silver, they are perfectly willing 
to do so on free money of any kind, 
free drinks or free anything. 

It is probable that those whbd have 
avoided the flowery path of Popo- 


cratic statecraft, and have worked 


hard during a lifetime for a com- 
petence, will have a little something 


to say in regard to this latest wild- 


eyed proposition from the Populist 
stronghold. It is evident that such a 
proposition would only be an enter- 
ing wedge to a general social disrup- 
tion,-aa a result of which every. man 


While such plans as that above re- 
ferred to are chimerical and undesir- 
able, it cannot be denied that there 
are some evils attached to the acquisi- 
tion and holding of great wealth in 
this country which deserve the earnest 
attention of those who wish to see 
the perpetuation of a government of, 
for and by the people. The first of 
these is an inclination on part of the 
wealthy to avoid paying to the city, 
county, State or nation their fair 
share of taxation. The second is the 
tendency toward unlawful combina- 
tion, with the purpose of artificially 
raising or depressing values, and thus 
upsetting legitimate trade, to the in- 
jury of the great mass of the people. 
This latter fault has recently received 
a rebuke from the highest authority 
in the land, which it is to be hoped 
| will be heeded, although at present 
the only result appears to be a general 
scurrying to and fro, for the purpose 
of devising ways and means to get 
around the law. That wealthy cor- 
porations and individuals frequently 
avoid the payment of their proper 
share of taxation, thus causing the 
expense of government to fall with 
additional weight upon those who are 
least able to bear it, is an unfortunate 
fact that does not admit of question. 

It is toward these twin evils that 
those who are sincerely desirous of 
achieving social reform should par- 
ticularly bend their efforts, when they 
will have the earnest support of those 
who will never for a moment sanc- 
tion the idea of any such ill-conceived 
and impractical legislation as that 
suggested by the Kansas law-smiths,

SOUTH AMERICAN TRADE PROBLEMS. 

During the month of June, i896, the 
National Association of Manufacturers 
of the United States organized a party 
of representative American business 
men for the purpose of visiting the 
Argentine Republic, the Republic of 
Uruguay and the United States of 
Brazil, the object of the proposed visit 
being to convey to the people of the 
United States a more thorough knowl- 
edge of the needs and resources of 
the countries visited, and to suggest 
means for increasing and extending 
the trade between the United States 
and our neighbors of South Amer‘fca. 

The committee’s tour was under the 
management of George W. Fishback, 
late secretary of legation at Buenos 
Ayres. Five weeks were spent in the 
Argentina, Uruguay and Brazil, and 
every possible courtesy was extended 
to the visitors by the business and 
representative men of those countries. 
A great amount of information was 
collected, and has been embodied in a 
report which has just been issued. 
This report deals fully with the pres- 
ent foreign trade of Argentina, Uru- 
guay and Brazil, showing what classes 
of goods are purchased abroad, from 
what countries they are obtained, the 
quantities consumed, and other corol- 
lary information. It is claimed for 
this report that it is in many respects 
the most exhaustive and most valua- 
ble analysis of the foreign trade of 
Brazil and the River Plate that has 
ever been published. Those who have 


heretofore sought in vain for reliable 


statistics bearing on this subject will 
appreciate this careful investigation 
and report of American business men. 

It appears from the report that Eng- 
land controls the largest share of the 
foreign purchases of Argentina, Uru- 
guay and Brazil, amounting, approxi- 
mately, to about one-third of the total. 
Another third of this trade is handled 
in about equal proportions by the 


‘United States, France and Germany. 


“The advantages which England en- 
joys as the world’s financial clearing- 
house,” says President Search of the 
association in his introduction to the 
report, “are as potent in South 
America as in other countries. The 
investment of hundreds of :aillions of 
dollars of.-British money in the River 
Plate countries is a tremendously-pow- 
erful factor in influencing trade in 
England’s favor. Add to these ad- 
vantages the British control of the 
foreign shipping and banking of these 
countries, and the careful development 
of the trade for many years, and it is 
not difficult to account for the domin- 
ance of Great Britain in the import 
trade of Argentina, Uruguay and 
Brazil.” 

The trade which France enjoys in 
the countries named is found to be 
due in large part to the articles of 


aggressive foreign policy of Germany 
enables that nation to secure its share 
of many branches of trade. The 
United States, though lacking in some. 
of the conspicuous advantages en- 
joyed by its foreign vompetitors, is 
still able to obtain a share of the 
trade which other nations secure by

put forth more vigorous efforts to ob- 
tain it. 

“Among the more important requi- 
sites for the development of a larger 
trade with the South American coun- 
trfes, in the opinion of these practical 
investigators, is a better understand- 
ing among our merchants and manu- 
facturers of the commercial and in- 
dustrial needs of those countries. The 
British mer®hant or manufacturer de- 
votes years of. careful study. to these 
questions, and as a result 
oughly informed concerning the re- 
quirements of the Soith American 


-markets. Resident agents and branch 


houses are maintained at ‘important 
points, and through these the Eng- 
lish merchant keeps in close. touch 
with the entire trade. The German 
merchant is an untiring student df the 
markets, and employs the utmost tact 
and perserverance in adapting his busi- 
ness to the demands of the trade, be- 
ing ready to conform to all necessary 
requirements. He is there to do busi- 
ness, and he does it. 
The American has all the intelli- 
gence, energy and ability of his Eng- 
lish and German competitors, but he 
is far behind them in. devising and 
pursuing the methods which lead to 
success as regards the South American 
trade. “Competent traveling  sales- 
men,” says President Search; “familiar 
with Spanish or Portuguese, are the 
most important factors in extending 


Your trade in South America. There is 


no better or more vreadily-adaptable 
salesman in the world than the Ameri- 
can drummer, and if his energy 
should be directed to the development 
of trade in South America, large re- 
sults undoubtedly would follow.” 

A very large proportion of the goods 
now imported into the South American 
countries from Europe could easily 
be duplicated, both as regards price 
and quality, by American manufac- 
turers if they were thoroughly familiar 
with the requirements of the trade 
and the conditions necessary to secure 
it. The English, Germans and French 
get their South American trade by 
going after it. Most of the trade we 
get comes to us. If we wish-to secure 
a larger share we must go after it 
also. ‘We cannot hope to develop this 
trade into large proportions by sitting 
down and waiting for it to come. 

Among the aids recommended for 
promoting our trade with South 
American countries are liberal reci- 
procity arrangements, ‘better trans- 
portation facilities, and the establish- 
ment of branch houses or distinctively 
American importing houses‘in the

‘MURDERERS CONFESS. 


The murder of two Chinese merchants 
at Clayton was committed by a gang of 
five Mexicans, four of whom have con- 
fessed to the.deed. It was a horrible af- 
fair, a coupling pin and hatchet being 
used to brain the victim. -In the house 
they found $59. The plot included the 
robbery of four other places in the 
town, but the bloody deed was too try- 
ing on the nerves, and they did no more 
robbing that night. Instead they took 
to the hills. The trail of two of them 
was followed 100 miles, and they were 
overhauled. They confessed, implicat- 
ing three others, two of whom have 
been arrested. They expected to get 
$3000 from the Chinese. 

THE SHERIFF SHOT HIMSELF. 

Growing out of the murder of the 
Clayton Chinese has occurred the death 
of Sheriff Gallegos. The jail has been 
kept closely guarded to prevent rescue 
the murderers. With deputies he 
has been sleeping in the jail. While 
drawing his rifle from beneath a bed 
the hammer caught, the gun dis- 
charged,:and the officer being in range, 
he received the bullet just above the 


heart. 

CATTLEMEN JUBILANT. 
That New Mexico cow poetry of a 
few years ago, beginning “A _ short 
time since the cow was sad” is due 
for resurrection in these booming 
times for cattlemen. Fancy prices are 
now confidently expected. There ,is at 
present an actual deficit of beef cat- 
tle, and buyers are scouring the west- 
ern plains, and even buying small 
remnants of ‘‘grangers”’ in order to fill 
their orders. To this Territory this 
means more than at first apparent. 
Cattle raising is the chief industry 
of this Territory, the great irrigable 
‘farms being mere bagatelles in com- 
parison, and when the stockmen are 
prosperous all feel the good effects. 
Cattle now bring $20 a head, which 
compares favorably with $8 a head of- 
fered several’ years ago. 


CORPSE LEFT TO BE MANGLED. 


The deed body of Al Langstaff of 
this city was found stretched across 
the railroad track near Las Vegas, he 
having been murdered and the body 
placed there in the hope that his re- 
mains would be so mangled by the 
train as to cover the work of the mur- 
derer.

There was a small 
bullet hele in the skull, the arteries 
of one wrist were cut, and there were 
gashes and. bruises on the body. In 
the brush were found evidences of a 
struggle, and bloody spots were found 
leading from the scene.

None of 
the female product of these dams will 
be marketed this season. 

“Mr. Plantz also has a few Buff Leg- 
horns, but will increase the stock, as 
he has taken a fancy to that variety. 
The color is a pure buff and the comb, 
ear lobe and color indicate that e 
breeding is pure. They are also per- 
haps the handsomest fowls in the yard, 
and Mr. Plantz feels considerable pride 
in pointing them out to visitors. 

“He is also experimenting with the 
Black Spanish. He recently bought 
four hens and a rooster. They seem to 
be bred to perfection. In plumage, 
size and all other typical points they | 
are very fine. There does not seem to 
be any reason why the Black Spanish 
should not do well in Yolo county cli- 
mate. 

“Mr. Plantz says it costs no more to 
keep thoroughbreds .than it does 
mongrels, and there is hardly a season 
in the year when poultry of good size 
and color and pure breed does not com- 
mand a fair price, while mixed breeds 
are frequently a drug in the market. 

“For inclosures Mr. Plantz uses the 
wire fencing, and, of course, each va- 
riety kept in a separate pen. The 
brooding pens are models of conveni- 
ence. The  brooders in which the 
chickens are kept for a week after they 
are hatched, open into the feeding pens, 
and from these the chickens are free 
to go into a small yard inclosed with 
wire fencing. The feeding pens are 
wired apartments in a long, narrow 
structure having wire walls and a 
glass roof. 

“Mr. Plantz at present has but two 
incubators in operation, but he intends 
to add four more next season, which 
will enable him to ingubate 2000 eggs 
every month. 

“The young chickens are graded in 


|} one, two and three order, but the first 


will not be ready for market before 
the middle of April. He did not begin 
operations this season soon enough. 
Young broilers are now worth about $6 
a dozen, but unfortunately he has none 
for sale. 

“He ships eggs every month in the 
year, but the heaviest shipments are 
made in April and October. The White 
Leghorns are prolific layers and at 
present about two hundred eggs per 
day is the product. 

“The principal food is Egyptian corn, 
and the luster and brilliancy of color 
indicate that the chickens in this par- 
ticular poultry. yard are remarkably 


healthy. 


“Mr. Plantz is keeping a very accu- 
rate account of all expenses and re- 
ceipts and at the’ end of the year will 
be able to determine the exact expense 
of poultry-raising. His present opinion 
is that there is a fair margin for 
profit if he can sell at an average of 
$3.50 per dozen, the year round.” : 


A Policeman Baron. 

[Chicago Record:] The strangest of 
all the many requests that have been 
made of Mr. Hanna since he took up 
his leadership in politics came to him 
yesterday. Baron von Muegge, a young 
German,: solicited his influence to ob- 
tain an appointment as Deputy United 
States Marshal, at any place where the 
surroundings are agreeable, at any sal- 
ary, or any amount of fees that might 
be offered. The applicant, who is well 
vouched for and is undoubtedly all that 
he pretends to be, told a strange story 
of the will of his mother, a wealthy 
but eccentric German, who stipulated 
that he should serve ten years as a 
policeman before he should come into 
his fortune, her idea being to teach 
him self-control, develop his character 
and convince him of the dignity of 
labor. As it is difficult to obtain a po- 
sition on the police force in Germany, 
and as he did not wish to serve in such 
a humble capacity among his former 
and future associates, Von Muegge 
came to the United States to serve his 
time. Hé has been on the force in sev- 
eral cities, and is now employed as a 
watchman by the Big Four Railway 
Company in Cleveland. The man is 
personally known to Mr. Hanna 
trhough a rather curious episode that 
occurred while he was a member of 
the Cleveland city police force. A few 
nights after the election some of Mr... 
Hanna’s friends and admirers tendered 
him a banquet at the Union Club in 
that city, and during the dinner two 
of the waiters got into. trouble, ig 
which one of them bit off a portion of 
the ear of the other. The fight was so. 
fierce that a policeman was sent for 
to take charge of the combatants, and 
that duty happened to be assigned toe 
Von Muegge. Mr... Hanna recollects 
seeing him at the Urtion Club on that 
occasion, and Von Muegge’s description | 
of the surroundings and circumstances 
leaves no doubt that he was there. His 
term of servitude expires in November 
next, and the baron is anxious to 
spend the remainder of. the period in 
surroundings which will be more agree. 
able than those in which he has been 
situated for the past nine years. He 
thinks if he could see a little. more of 
American society it would be to his 
advantage when he returns to Ger- 
many to enter into his fortune. He 
would like to be a deputy to the United 
States Marshal of the District of Co- 
next six months, and 
as as r. Hanna’s influe - 
cure that position. 


An Electric Road for San Jose. 
[Oakland Enquirer:]' The most im-. 


portant railroad announcement made ~ 


for some time is the one that the South- 
ern Pacific is contemphating the build- 
ing of an electric railroad from San 
Francisco to San José, on which passen- 
ger trains, or, at least, cars, will be run 
as ofte nas once in half an hour. It 
May seem strange, at first, that the 
Southern Pacific should think of paral- 
leling its own line, but probably it be- 
lieves that if it does not do so itself 
some one else will, and the first in the 
field will commamd the situation. If 
this story is true, and ft seems'to be 
authentic, the railroad people. have 
probably been sjudying the results ac-: 
complished by the fifteen-mile electric 
railroad from Oakland to Haywards, 
which has proved that in a run of that 
length, with an electric and a steam 
line side by side, the electric will get 
the bulk of the travel. Of course it 
might be somewhat different in a forty~ 
mile run. 


Relics of XIV Century Paris. 


A remarkable discovery has just been 
made in Paris. In the neighborhood .of 
an ancient monasitery at No. 28 Rue Ra- 
vignan, Montmartre, an old woman 
kept a grocery store.

BOARD OF PUBLIC WORKS MAKES 
ITS WEEKLY REPORT. 
The Street Superi te dent to Be 


Directed to Notify the Pasadena 
and Pacific Railway Company to 


Its Tracks, 


The Board of Public Works met yes- 
terday and prepared the following re- 
port to the Council: 

“In the matter of the following pe- 
titions, we recommend that they be re- 
ferred to the City Engineer for an esti- 
mate of frontage and if the same ex- 
ceeds that required by law, then to 
present the necessary ordinance of 
intention: From William Mead, asking 
to have Amelia street improved be- 
tween Macy and Bouchet streets; from 
F. B. Yoakum, asking to have First 
streét between Flower and Pearl 
streets, improved; from William Mead, 
asking to have Macy street improved 
from Main street to the Los Angeles 
River. | 

“In the communication from the 
Council of Labor, calling attention to 
the need of enforcing an eight-hour 
daw in city improvements contracts, 
it was recommended that the matter 
be referred to the Superintendent of 
Streets to investigate, and, if he finds 
any ordinance of the city being vio- 
lated in regard to the hours of labor,. 
or the use of Chinese-made bricks on 
public work, to take such steps as may 
be necessary to at once inforce the or- 
‘dinance. a ‘ 

“In the matter om the petition of 
Cc. F. Hunter et al., asking to have a 
five-foot sidewalk laid Ingraham 
street between Bellevue avenue and 
Union avenue, we recommend that the 
City Engineer present the ordinance 
of intention. 

“In the matter of the communication 
from the Northwest Improvement As- 
sociation, calling attention to the con- 
dition. of Bellevue avenue between the 
electric railway track,. we recommend 
that the Street Superintendent be di- 
rected to notify.the Pasadena and Pa- 
cific Railway Company to repair the 
same immediately.

JOHN P. COYNE SUES THE HERALD 
PUBLISHING COMPANY, 
The New Management Refuses to 


Pay Coyne’s Claim on the Ground 
That it Was an Old Stock Trans- 


action. 


A suit was filed yestenday against the 
Herald Publishing Company by John 
P. Coyne, demanding a judgment in the 
sum of $5978.10, with legal interest on 
$4000 from January 7, 1896 and on $1978.10 
from March 4, 1896. | 

The plaintiff's cause of action, as 
stated by the complaint, is as follows: 
On or about January 7, 1896, it was mu- 
tually agreed between Coyne and the 
defendant company that the latter 


shares of capital stock of the Herald 
Publishing Company, Of the par value 
of $100 per share, and that Coyne should 
pay the company therefor at the rate of 
$50 per share. This would amount to 
$4000, which was payable at the time of. 
making the agreement. At the time of 
the contract Coyne paid $4000 to the 
company in pursuance with the agree- 
ment, being payment in full for the 
eighty shares of stock. 

The complaint alleges that the com- 
pany has failed, refused and neglected 
to issue eighty shares of the stock to 
Coyne, or any part thereof, although 
Coyne has repeatedly demanded that 
the company do so. On account of.this 
failure Coyne claims he has been dam- 
aged in the sum of $4000. 

For the further cause of action Coyne 
alleges that he paid the Merganthaler 
Linotype Company the sum of $3955.90

THE BRADY LIBEL SUIT. 


Proceedings Enlivened by a_ Tilt 
Between Counsel. 

The trial of the suit of Mrs. Mary 
Brady against the Times-Mirror Com- 
pany was resumed yesterday in Depart- 
ment Three of the Superior Court, 
Judge Waldo M. York presiding.

THE SUPREME COURT. 
Six Decisions Received in Los An- 
gweles Yesterday. 

Six decisions were received from the 
Supreme’ Court yesterday. The Su- 
preme Court rendered an opinion in the 
case of FF. C. Reed, appellant, against 
John Cross, respondent, which is rather 
unusual. The case was tried in Depart- 
ment Six of the Los Angeles County 
Superior Court, and was brought fora 
judgment of $1903.60 and interest. This 
amount was alleged to be due Cross as 
one-half of the money alleged to have 
been paid out by Reed for Cross’s ben- 
efit in a deal in which they were both 
interested, and in which they purchased 
about eighty acres of land in San Luis 
Obispo county for $23,700. Cross, in his 
answer, denied most of the allegations 
of the complaint, alleged fraud on 
Reed’s part and set up the statute of 
limitations as a defense. The decision 
of the Superior Court was that Reed 
should not recover on his complaint; 
thait Cross should not recover on his 
cross-comptlaint, and that Cross be al- 
lowed $19.95 costs. Reed appealed the 
two paris of the judgment which were 
against him, ahd the Supreme Court 
reversed the decision of the lower court 
in regard to those portions of its judg- 
ment. Cross appealed that portion of 
the decision of the Supericr Court de- 
nying his right to recover on the cross- 
complaint, but the Supreme Court, in 
that instance, sustained and affirmed 
the lower court’s decision. 

In the suit of Robert Graham, ,re- 
spondent, against the Los Angeles 
Farmers’ and Merchants’ Bank, appel- 
lant, the judgment of the lower court 
was reversed. The action was to obtain 
a judgment of $312, which Graham had 
deposited with the bank, and which it 
had refused to pay on his order. The 
bank claimed that, having paid three 
drafts guaranteed by Graham, which 
amounted to $450, and which had not 
been paid by the drawee or the drawer, 
that they had the right to hold his de- 
posit. 

In the case of §. White, appellant, 
against Charles T. Harris et al., re- 
spondents, the Supreme Court affirmed 
the judgment and order of Judge York. 
The suit was brought to enforce pay- 
ment of an assessment for the con- 
struction of a sewer on College street 
in this city. Judge York decided the 
case in favor of the defendants. 

The Supreme Court has affirmed the 
judgment in the case of C. A. Sawtelle, 
appellant, against R. E. Muncy et al., 
eee oe which was made by the 
Superior Court of Riverside county. 
The suit was brought to foreclose a 
mortgage given to secure a note for 
$1295. Lack of consideration, menace 
and fraud constituted the contentions of 
the defense. 

The Supreme Court reversed the 
judgment appealed from in the case of 
T. J. Gilliam, respondent, against An- 
drew Browfi et al., appellants, and has 
remanded the case for retrial. The case 
was appealed from Kern county, and 
was an action upon a contract. Brown 
et al., are farmers. associated together 
and charged under the firm name of the 
Whitney Creek Ditch Company. That 
organization made a contract with Gil- 
liam for him to construct a ditch for 
$1000. He completed the work, but 
failed to obtain judgment. 

In the suit of the County Bank of San 
Luis Obispo, respondent, against Green- 
berg et defendants,, B. 
Schwartz, appeHant, the judgment ap- 
pealed from was reversed by the Su- 
perior Court, and the demurrer to the 
complaint sustained. The suit was ona 
note given in March, 1894, to order of 
the bank for $5000. A demurrer to the 
complaint had been overruled, the de- 
fendants made answer and the jury 
awarded the plaintiff a verdict. Judg- 
ment was, however, entered against 
Schwartz, the other defendants having 
obtained a discharge in insolvency pro- 
ceedings previous.

Crops and Markets, 

During the past few days the 
weather has been warm and pleasant, 
with a touch of summer in the air, 
The last rain dried off quickly, and 
has left the ground somewhat hard, 
so that rains are needed in several 
sections. The warm weather comes &t 
the right time to bring forward crops 
of all descriptions, which had been 
somewhat delayed by the cold weather 
that prevailed until recently. 

Reports from various. sections of 
Southern California go to show that 
very little damage was done by the 
frost of two weeks ago. The pros- 
pects for deciduous fruits are excel- 
lent, and the outlook for prices is good, 
The low prices of last season are 
attributed largely to the immense 
apple and peach crops in the East. 

Choice oranges are in good demand, 
at fair prices. Navels are scarce, most 
of that variety having been shipped. 
The oranges now in the market con- 
‘Bist of seedlings, Mediterranean 
Sweets and St. Michaels, also Tanger- 
ines.

The gentlemen named were 
commissioned by the raisin-growers of 
California to present to the appro- 
priate committees of Congress the re- 
lation of the raisin industry to needed 
tariff legislation.

growers of California, held December 


1 to 4, 1896, at Sacramento, a memorial 


Was addressed to Congress, submit- 


ting rates of duty asked upon foreign- | 


grown fruits, including raisins. Upon 
raisins a rate of 2% cents per pound 
was asked, and the same upon Zante 


currants, Sultanas, and all other. 


dried products of the grape. 

Later, January 7, 8, and 9, 1897, a 
general tariff conference was held at 
the San Francisco Chamber of Com- 
merce, in San Franeisco, at which the 
fruit schedule was, among others, 
taken up, and in the memorial there 
prepared and sent to Congress, the 
‘above rate upon the articles named 
was asked. 


The dutyof 2% cents per pound upon 


raisins and dried grapes was given by 
the act of 1890, That act, however, 
admitting Zante currants free of duty, 
has Gone much injury to the raisin 
industry. The bill now pending, places 
upon Zante currants a duty of 1% cents 
per pound. Much trouble has arisen 
out of the misrepresentation that the 
Zante currant is not a grape, and that 
it is not, a competitor with the raisin, 
The authors of the pamphlet go on 
to show how false these opinions are. 

Recent inventions in machinery have 
developed methods of seeding the Mus- 
cat raisin, by which unlimited quan- 
tities of seeded raisins can now be 
supplied by our growers, vastly su- 


naturally. seedless raisin or grape. . 
It cannot, therefore, be truthfully 
said that the Zante currant is a neces- 
sity, and. has no substitute grown in 
this country. Our seedless Sultanas 
and Thompson’s seedless, and our arti- 
ficially seeded raisins can at once sup- 
ply all demands, if not driven out by the 
imported article. As it is, many vine- 
yards growing seedless varieties have 
been neglected or abandoned, or the 
fruit turned into wine, or fed to swine, 
and our new process of seeding the 
Muscat-raisin is threatened with ruin 
because of the large importations of 
the so-called Zante currant. That the 
importation of this currant is a serious 
menace .to the maintenance of our 
raisin vineyards, the customhouse rec- 
ords fully show. 
In regard to the cost of producing 
and marketing California raisins, based 
on a twenty-acre vineyard, the land 
costing .$100 per acre, including water, 
the expenses are given ‘for the first 
year, $4183.20;.second year,-$510.20; third 
year, $604.20, less $30 received for twenty 
tons of green grapes to be used for 
brandy; leaving the total investment at 
the end of the third year, $5267.70. The 
fourth year’s expenes are estimated at 
$695.20, less $120 for grapes, or $575.20 
net; the fifth year’s expenses, $1968.70, 
less $750 for grapes, or $1213.70 net. This 
brings the investment, at the end of the 
five years to $756.60. Thenceforth it is 
estimated that the expenses, omitting 
nterest, which is charged above. at 6 
ea cent. on previous years, would 
amount to $792.20, while the income, on 
a basis ef 1895 prices, would be only 
$750, leaving the expenses in excess of 
the receipts at $42.40, nothing being 
left to pay interest, to renew imple- 
}ments, to make improvements, to sup- 
port a family, jor to cover losses from 
short crops. A comparison is made in 
the pamphlet between the cost of pro- 
duction.of raisins in California and in 
Spain and Greece; where wages run 
from 30 cents to 50 cents per day, while 
in California from $1 to $1.50 is paid, 
The cost of transportation from Europe 
does not exceed 30 cents per hundred 
pounds, while freight from California 
to eastern markets’ is $1,12% per hun- 
dred.

The Windmill in Irrigation. 
A few weeks ago The Times described 
“ successful system of irrigation that 
introduced 
county by William Newport, 
pumps water into a reservoir by means 
of a gasoline engine. There is room 
for a great extension of this practice 
in California, wherever water is near 
Not only steam engines, 
but in many cases windmils may be 
utilized as power. W. C. Fitzsimmons, 
writing in the Irrigation Age, points 
out that water may be scarce in many 
wind is nearly always 
abundant everywhere, and should be 
utilized more as a motive-power in this 
country. Other countries are ahead of 
us in this respect. 
been noted for the number of its wind- 
With proper appliances, wind 
power is nearly always available and 
effective; it is also cheap. 
part of wisdom for farmers and es- 
pecially for irrigators to make use of 
the wind for raising water and doing 
odd jobs about the farm. A_ windy 
country is often an unpleasant one, 
but when this disagreeable climatic 
feature can be utilized in pumping wa- 
ter for irrigation or for stock, 
grinding corn, for making butter and 
for a number of other necessary pur- 
poses on the farm, it may be easily 
endured if not enjoyed. Mr. Fitzsim- 
mons says: | 
“In the treeless and arid regions there 
is seldom any lack of wind and enor- 
mous possibilities in the way of wind- 
power are continually neglected. But 
in these days when good windmills (we 
prefér the old-fashioned name, rather 
than ‘wind engines,’ ‘air motors,’ etc.,) 
arg to be had at comparatively small 
cost almost everywhere, much greater 
advantage should’ be taken of this 
ever-present, ever active force which 
is capable of doing wonders 

ghtening the farm labors. 
“While we may be ready to: accord 
to science and _ scientific achievement 
‘the highest enoniums in the realm of 
steam and electrical appliances for the 
generation and _ utilization of the 
‘mighty forces so controlled, yet the 
windmill of the most modern manu- 
facture is not necessarily a more e 
tive machine than those made in 
years long gone by. It is very apt to be 
a better looking affair, if indeed there 
can be such a thing as a line of beauty 
connected with a windmill, but it is 
doubtful if any of the fin de siecle air 
machines will pump more water or 
churn more butter than those of stm- 
pler type upon which that doughty 
knight, Don .Quixote de la Mancha, 
charged so gallantly 100 years ago. 
“An up-to-date wind motor, as it is 
called, may cost $150 and be well ! 
that sum to any farmer who buys it; 
byt it is comparatively.easy for a 
with a little ‘gumption’ to organize 
home-made windmill that will surprise 
him, and especially his neighbors by 
the amount of hard work it will do for 
him, both by day and by night. The 
Same breeze that fans the farmer’s 
cheek, grinds his corn and saws his 
firewood; and the gale that may scat- 
ter his fence rails also fills the water 
tank and irrigates the orchard. -We are 
also-nearing the time when all sorts of 
wind motors will be used to generate 
electrical power to be stored for use 
in heating and lighting country house- 
holds and without a doubt to propel 
farm machinery and vehicles. 
“It is alleged that the New Jersey 
Insane Asylum is lighted by electricity 
generated from a dynamo moved by a 
windmill of the most simple construc-. 
tion and very moderate cost. 
“A farmer near Geyserville, Sonoma

Protection Against Frost. 

The Florida Farmer in discussing the 
question of frost protection, says that 
the time will doubtless come when the 
groves will be protected with belts of 
palmetto and camphor, individual trees 
with palmetto thatch or webbing, as 
citrons are in Corsica. 

This may be all very well in Florida, 
but when it goes so far that Califor- 
nia’ orange-growers have to cover up 
their trees with webbing, they will 
probably begin to get ready to go into 
some other line business, Fortun- 
ately, the* sections where such a tire- 
some and expensive system of protec- 
tion against frost is ever necessary are 
very few and far between in Southern 
California, 


A Maine correspondent of MHoard’s 
Dairyman, Mrs. M. L. Robbins, writes 
that during the past year she made 400 
pounds of butter per cow. That is, with 
five cows, one a very poor one, she made 
1709 pounds, and she calculates that the 
poor cow, besides furnishing milk and 
cream used in the family, and new milk 
to fattening calves, made all the extra 
109 pounds of butter, leaving 1600 
pounds as the product of the four best 
cows. The way in which this great re- 


sult was brought about. is interesfing.. 


They are fed, watered and milked with 
unfailing regularity, especially while 
fresh in milk. She does not believe that 
it pays to think that one is,as good as 
another for milking. Regularity in 
feeding is also important. This secures 
good digestion, lack of which causes 
more lessened yields of milk and but- 
ter fat than any other cause. 


Shipping Butter in Glass. . 


There seems to be no limit to the in- 
genuity bestowed upon the devising of 
means for accomplishing the transport 
of the perishable produce of distant 
climes to the English market. A new 
method, described'in the Australasian, 
is that of packing butter in a box made 
of six sheets of ordinary glass, all the 
edges being covered over with gummed 
paper. The glass box is enveloped ina 
‘aver of plaster of Paris, a quarter of an 
inch thick, and this is covered with 
especially prepared paper. The plaster 
being a bad conductor of heat, the tem- 
perature inside the hermetically sealed 
receptacle remains constant, being un- 
affected by external changes. The cost 
of packing is about 1d per pound. But- 
ter packed in the way described at Mel- 
bourne has been sent across the sea to 


South Africa, and when the case was. 


opened at Kimberley, 700 miles from 
Cape Town, the butter was found to be 
as sound as when it left the factory in 
Victoria. 


English sheep breeders have by care- 
ful selection, ' improved the prolificacy 


of certain breeds of sheep. A large pro- 
portion of the long-wool sheep will 
drop two lambs. The Dorset and Shrop- 


shire breeds are most prolific, though 
Lincoln and Leicester sheep will more 


than double the number of a flock of 
ewes in a single year. This adds to the 
value of these breeds, making it possi- 
ble to increase the flock rapidly. 


Buying Cattle and Sheep. 
[Oregonian:] Sheep and cattle-buyers 


‘from the East are already making quite 
“extensive purchases in Eastern Oregon.

A 
large number of carloads of corn have 
been brought to this State this winter, 
to be fed to hogs, poultry, etc. A car- 
load of corn, about 40,000 pounds, costs 
only about $57.50, and the freight on it 


1 amounts to about $250; so, when it 


comes to fattening beef cattle, it is 
cheaper to take the cattle to the corn. 


Hens are very partial to the pungent 
taste of green mustard. Some should 
be sown for them early, as this makes 
next to clover the best green feed they 
can have. Mustard supplies the sul- 
phur, which is an important ingredient 
of the egg, as is shown by the tarnish- 
ing of metal vessels in which eggs are 
allowed to stand. Besides this, the mus- 
tard fed green is an excellent appe- 
tizer, as it enables the fowls to eat 
plentifully of other food without in- 


jury.

The difficulty thaf more than 
anything else decreases average potato 
crops is the fact that the seed potatoes 


‘pare such as the previous year suffered 


from some injury to the foliage that 
prevented the proper development of 
starch in the potato and the thorough 
development of the seed eyes that is 
essential to vigorous growth from the 
first. This cannot always be told when 
the potato is selected from a bin and 
cut for seed. Usually, however, the 
very poorest potatoes will be soft and 
flabby when cut, and if planted, will 
only send up thin, spindling shoots, 
that under no circumstances would 
make acrop. If only seed of strong, 
vigorous potato plants. which re- 
tained their foliage until the crop ma- 


.tured, were planted, the average yield 


of potatoes would be increased one-half 
at least without any other expense. 
But_if such good seed were always 
planted, it would pay well to manure 
and. cultivate so as to still farther 
increase the yield. If such potato seed 
were grown and properly advertised 
it would be in good demand.

GENERAL BUSINESS TOPICS. 
WEST AUSTRALIAN TIMBER. Lit- 
tle has been written, because not 
con- 
cerning the forest wealth of Western 
Australia. The recent rapid develop- 
ment of the mining industry in the 
colony has, no doubt, served as. the 
means of directing attention to others 
of its native resources, among which 
the local supply of timber would nat- 
urally occupy a prominent place. 

A correspondent of the London 
Times gives the following interesting 
information regarding the forest 
wealth of Western Australia. It is 
possible that an important trade might 
we built up between the Pacific Coast 
and that country. California could use 
large quantities of the Australian 
woods, for paving and other purposes, 
while Australia stands in need of the 
pine, fir and redwood that is so abun- 
dant on this Coast: 

“The principal forest trees of West- 
ern Australia are thirty-five in num- 
ber, not one of which is native of 
Britain. They include eighteen species 


of gums (eucalyptus;) seven of Bank- |. 


sia, three she-oaks (Casuarina,) three 
Wattles (acacia,) and the peppermint 
free, cypress pine, paper-back and 
sandalwood. The jarrah (eucalyptus 
marginata,) stands preéminent as the 
leading timber tree of the Western Aus- 
tralian forests. In the extent of forest 
Jand it occupies in the various uses 


- 40 which its wood can. be applied, and 


in the’ part it is taking in the great 


timber-exporting industry 'the col- | 


ony, it outrivals all other trees. For 
constructive work necessitating con- 
_tact_with soil and water, jarrah. wood 
has no native equal. 
name of the tree is that of the aborigi- 
nes, while the specific part of the sys- 
tematic name refers to the thickened 
gmargins of the leaves. There is noth- 
ing picturesque about the jarrah for- 
est, the general effect of which is dull, 
somber and uninteresting to the eye, 
the bark being of a dark gray color, 
fibrous and persistent. In the first- 
class jarrah forests the trees attain a 
height of from 90 to’120 feet, with good 
stems 3 feet to 5 feet in diameter, and 
50 to 60 feet to the first branch. A 
healthy tree of average size, however, 
would be about 90 feet. to 100 feet 


high, and 2% to 3% feet in diameter at ‘ 


the base. To attain a diameter of 
about 2 feet—that is, to reach the stage 
when it may be considered fit for the 
sawmill—a jarrah tree requires about 
fifty years. The tree is practically con- 
fined to the southwestern division of 
the colony, extending over an area of 
about 350 miles north to south, and 50 
to 100 miles east to west. This em- 
braces all the country upon which the 
heaviest rains of the season fall, the 
annual average ranging from 40 inches 
in the south to 35 inches in the north. 
Jarrah is accordingly most freely dis- 
tributed along the table lands and 
slopes of the Darling Range, which 
runs through nearly all the southwest- 
ern district. It is most partial to a 
lime-stone formation, but degenerates 
and even disappears’ where granite is 
the underlying rock. 

“Jarrah wood when freshly cut weighs 
a little over seventy pounds ner cubic 
foot, which declines to sixty pounds 
after it is thoroughly seasoned; it is 
red in color, polishes well, and ‘s com- 
paratively easily worked. It is used 
for woodblocking, piles, jetties, bridges, 
boats, posts, furniture @nd railway 
sleepers, and makes better charcval 
than any other native timber; As a 
rule, jarrah is found either intermixed 
with the karri tree or in close proxim- 
{ty to it. 
color, is the giant tree of Western Aus- 
tralia. It is not so well known as 
the jarrah, owing to the limited area 
of its growth and the comparative in- 
accessibility of its haunts. The ‘speci- 
fic name refers to the pale color of 
the leaves on their lower face as com- 
pared with eucalyptus generally; the 
common name is aboriginal. It is the 
finest and most graceful tree in the 
Australian forests, Regular in growth, 
straight, umbrageous, its appearance 


when mature is grand in the extreme. | 


An’ ayerage tree has a height of about 
200 t and a diameter of four feet 
at three or four feet above the ground, 
with a stretch of 120 to 150 feet to the 
first branch. The bark is smooth, yel- 
low-white in color, and not persistent, 
like that of jarrah; it, therefore, peels

off in flakes each year, so that the 
tree always appears to be clean and 
bright, and is thus frequently spoken 
of as a white gum. The tree is a 
rapid grower, and it is posSsible to pro- 
duce forests of marketable karri in the 
short period of from thirty to forty 
years. The range of the karri is con- 
fined to the southwestern t of the 
southwestern division of t eolony 
already referred to. The wood is red 
in color, and so like jarrah in appear- 


able; it is hard, heavy, elastic and 
tough, and does not dress so easily as 
jarrah. For bridge planking, shafts, 
spokes, felloes, flooring, large plank- 
ing of any sort, general ‘wagon work 
and beams it Is unequaled in the col- 
ony. Karri timber is being largely 
exported for London street paving, aS 
its surface is not easily rendered slip- 
pery. Tuart, Eucalyptus gomphocep- 
hala; and sandalwood, Santalum cyg- 
norum, are classed with jarrah and 
karri as purely commercial trees. 

“The forests of Western Australia 
are practically restricted to the south- 
western division of the colony. The 
following estimate is given of total 
acreage and of loads of timber suffi- 
ciently matured at the present time 
to be available for commercial pur- 
poses:

“Deducting one-third for the waste 
in sawing, it is estimated that at 60 


-o4 shillings per load the marketable tim- 


ber now growing in the _ forests of 
western Australia is worth £124,000,000. 
The area of forest’ land tabulated 
above is practically identical with the 
area of Ireland. The jarrah and Karri 
forests are not now looked upon as a 
nuisance and a hindrance to settle- 
ment, as Was the case some years ago. 
The progress of events has entirely 


| changed the_aspect.of the timber ques- 


tion, and where in past years forest 
Pareas Could be obtained for almost 
‘nothing, they are now eagerly sought 
after at fair prices. Not less than 2000 
men,are employed in connection with 
the -various sawmills, and the total 
output of sawed stuff last year was 
about 130,000 loads, representing a gross 
value of £400,000. It is asserted that 
by the end of the century these quan- 


fold. 

“The annual average value of the 
timber imported into western Australia 
for the five years 1890-94 was only 
£16,124, while the average value of 
the timber exports wag £104,164, made 
up of £71,667 for jarrah, karri and 
tuart, and the balance for sandal- 
wood. In 1895 the value of the timber 
imports was £45,586, and of the exporis 
£119,009. The great increase in the im- 
ports is accounted for by the unprece- 
dented activity in the .building trade, 
even of Perth alone... These imported 
timbers are a necessity, as the indig- 
-enous woods are too hard, tdéo heavy, 
and ecomparatively unworkable for 
everyday requirements of works of 


have to be imported. But as it would 
be imprudent to look indefinitely to 
North America and the. Baltic for sup- 
plies of deal timber, and as there are 
parts of western Australia upon which 
the trees which yvield soft timber could 
_be successfully grown, the government 
is urged to forthwith commence the 
planting of these exotic, trees, such as 
the common maple, sugar maple, syca- 
more, ash, sweet chestnut, walnut, oak, 
elm, poplar, larch and various pine and 
fir trees.’

Bradatreet’s Review. 


NEW YORK, April 9.—Bradstreet’s tomor- 
row will say the situation as a whole shows 
no gain. Staple lines are only fairly active. 
Overfiows, washouts and floods continue to do 
great damage in the Mississippi and Missouri 
River Valleys, through a portion of which 
general trade remains practically at a stand- 
still. Pig iron, steel billets and cast-iron pipe 
are lower in price, and the demand for steel 
and iron is not as heavy as. it has been, al- 
though the price of lake ore has been fixed 
at a low figure and an ore poo! formed. Wheat 
has continued a disappointment as to price, 
dropping nearly 4c a bushel on Bradstreet’s 
report of an increase in the world’s visible 
supply last week, instead of a decrease, as 
expected, due to a larger quantity of wheat 
.in sight abroad. Chicago has only about held 
its own, little, if any improvement being re- 
ported in trade there. St. Louis, more de- 
pendent on traffic from the flooded region, re- 
ports a decrease in the volume of business. 
Jobbers at Omaha, St. Paul, Milwaukee and 
Portland, Or., report a better demand, nota- 
bly in dry goods, oil, paints, glass, shoes and 
leather. Prospective advances in the wool 
tariff are behind another rise in the price of 
wools and woolens, but common goods thus 
far fail to advance, because the restricted 
production is meeting current demand. Near- 
ly all staples except those mentioned as hav- 
ing advanced have declined. Exports of wheat 
(flour included as wheat) from both coasts of 
the United States and St. Johh, N. B., this 
week were 2,036,907 bushels, compared with 
2,664,000 last week, 1,760,000 the week a year 
ago, 2,196,000 the week two years ago, 1,935,000 
three years ago, and 2,954,000 bushels in the 
like week of 1893. Business failures remain 
at the lower level recently reported, 232 this 
week, compared with 212 last week, 231 in the 
‘week a year ago, 225 two years ago and 211 
three years ago. There are 82 business fail- 
ures reported from Canada this week, against 
38 last week and 30 in the week a year ago.

sion-house buying, indicative of renewed pub- 
lic interest in the market, has been lacking. 
The reduction of the Bank of England rate, 
with the decline of the money markets in 
London and on the continent, presenting as 
they do deereased apprehensions that war 
will grow out of the Cretan question, are 
considered favorable factors. At the same 
time London has been inactive and shows lit- 
tle or no interest in our market. 


Dan’s Weekly Review. 


NEW YORK, April 9.—R. G. Dun & Co.'s 
weekly review of trade will say tomorrow: 
Out of 4006 failures, with liabilities of $60,- 
752,561 in the first quarter, 74 banking failures 
covered more than a fifth of the amount, 
$12,744,650, and 3345 failures with liabilities of 
$35,947,892, or nearly three-fifths, are classified 
this week, according to branches of busi-. 
ness, leaving only 587 failures and less than 
a fifth of- the liabilities, $12,060,019, in 
branches of manufacture or trade not speci-_ 
fied. Only two of the thirteen manufacturing 
class and only four of thirteen trading 
classes show liabilities for the quarter larger 
than last year and only two manufacturing 
and five trading show a larger average of 
liabilities. In almost every case, also,’ it is’ 
shown that the increase is due to one or two 
exceptionally large failures in that class. The 
returns, compared with those of three pre- 
vious years, disclose much improvement al- 
ready and a bright prospect for more here- 
after. A sudden collapse in the wheat mar- 
ket, -exceeding 3 cents in a day, appears to 
have “no other cause than a belated percep: 
tion that past accepted estimates of yield and 
consumption, official and otherwise, have been 
misleading. s and other unfavorable 
weather for seeding have no weight. Expec- 
tation of great scarcity and high prices burst 
like a bubble and for a time the only support 
was the taking of profits by speculators for a 
fall. Receipts have not warranted hopes of a 
great advantage nor do they now warrant 
much expectation of a decline. Western re- 
ceipts are smaller than last year and Atlantic 
exports not large, though over 60 per cent. 
larger than a year ago. Corn receipts con- 
tinue heavy and exports for the week were 
3,323,337 bushels, against 1,142,710 last year 
and against Atlantic exports of wheat amount- 
ing, flour included, to only 1,521,122 bushels, 
against 967,553 last year. Speculation in wool 
has been checked by the possibilities that 
duties may take effect April 1, and some large 
shipments from abr have been counter- 
mentee. while traders here are less disposed 
to “sell.

FITNESS OF THE PHILADELPHIA’S 
CRUISE TO HONOLULU. 


Bicycle Thieves En Route to Los 

Angeles—Jesse Grant Interested 

in a Development Scheme at Tia 
Juana—Arrival of the Thetis. 


SAN DIEGO, April 9.—[Regular Cor- 
respondence. } The only thing that 
marr the departure of the flagship 
Philadelphia. for Honolulu yesterday 
afternoon was the death of one of the 
seamen, who, in. his intense desire for 
a grand “jag,” took a coat of shellac in- 
causing death. A military 
funeral was given the dead man at 2 
o’clock. this afternoon, the interment 
being in Mt. Hope Cemetery. 

According to advices from the East, 
while the departure of the flagship 
may not have any special significance 
at this time, it is here regarded as a 
commendable move While the Pacific 
squadron is usually employed in home 
stations and along the coast from 
Alaska to Cape Horn, yet the islands of 
the sea come equally within its juris- 
diction, and Honolulu has long been 
recognized as a station for our fleet. 
For a long time, however, we have 
mantained but a single vessel there, 
whereas for several years previous we 
had several. The Marion, our present 
representative at Honolulu is an old- 
timer of 1800 tons displacement, carrying 
about eight guns and having a comple- 
ment of about ninety-four officers and 
men. She is certainly more effective 
that the little Alert of 1020 tons, which 
she succeeded there, but the modern 
cruiser Philadelphia is a craft of a dif- 
ferent order. It has been intimated 
that Admiral Beardslee might take the 
squadron to Honolulu, but at present it 
is doubtful if he does so. With the 
Philadelphia at Honolulu, an oppor- 
tunity will be given to send the Marion 
on a visit to Samoa; where our flag on 
a& war vessel has not been seen since 
Cleveland went into office four years 
ago. # 

While, as has been said, there may 
be no special import in the cruise of 
the flagship, the people are bound to 
know one item of news from the 
steamer Hawaii which makes it at least 
very timely. The Japanese immigra- 
tion troubles continue there, and it is 
Said that the Japanese Consul, in advis- 
ing the steamer companies to return 
under protest several hundred immi- 
grants ordered back by the Dole gov- 
ernment as improperly imported, has 
asked for the presence of a Japanese 
warship at Honolulu. There are other 
Japanese troubles, among them the at- 
tempt of a Japanese mob to release 
some of their comrades arrested for the 
death of the representative to the Isl- 
and of Mauri. e last Hawaiian cen- 
sus, taken a short time ago, showed a 
population of 14,407 Japanese, or more 
even than the Chinese, and nearly half 
as many as all the Hawaiians, number- 
ing 31,019, while the Americans num- 
ber but 1086, and the British | still 
fewer. Should Japan send a warship 
to Honolulu, it would probably be a 
good, modern cruiser, and it is better 
that the Philadelphia, in the lack of 


j any Hawaiian ships, should be on the 


ground first. It should be added that 
the Navy Department explains that the 
reason for sending out the Philadelphia 
is not the trouble between Japan and 
Hawaii, but the belief that at a port so 
important we should have a better ship 
than the Marion. This, too, is a good 
and adequate reason, while the existing 
facts just spoken of give it additional 
strength.

TOUR OF INSPECTION. 


Southern California in a Special 
Train—On Their Way to the An- 
nual Conference. 


California is being inspected by the 
earning powers of the Southern Pacific 
Railrodd, Yesterday afternoon, at 3:50. 
Special train steamed into the Ar- 
Depot and disgorged between 
ferty and fifty restless, alert, keen- 
eyed men, Who made the depot hum 
during the fifteen minutes of. their stay. 
They were the traffic managers of the 
entire Southern Pacific system, gath- 
ered from north, south, east and west, 
for a general conference in California. 

When questioned as to the object of 
their journey with regard to railroad 
matters, each and every man’s coun- 
tenance took on an instantaieous ex- 


pression of innocent blankness, while, | 


with his hand on his heart,*he declared 
that pleasure, pure and simpie, was 
the sole aim and object of this little 
excursion of overworked railway ofli- 
cials to the peaceful shores of the land 
of sunshine. Singiy and collectively, 
they asseverated that California was 
their pride and joy; that this mag- 
nificent State had been elevated to its 
present proud position solely through 
the benevolent and disinterested exer- 
tions of that great philanthropic in- 
stitution, the Southern Pacific Rail- 
way, and that they, as component 
parts of Uncle Collis’s grand organiza- 
tion for the improvement and enrich- 
ment of the human race, had come out 
here to find happiness in the contempla- 
tion of their handiwork. 

When asked a few tentative ques- 
tions concerning the recent Supreme 
Court decision and its probable effect 
upon rates, they replied that this jour- 
ney of theirs had been planned three 
of four years before that decision had 
ever taken form in the judicial mind 
of the Supreme Court, and that such 
sordid considerations as any new com- 
binations or change in rates were for 
the crafty schemers attached to other 


_ railroad systems, not for them. When 


reference was made to the coming con- 
ference, they looked hurt, and re- 
marked upon the unusual: size and- 
beauty of the callas with which the 
ladies of Pasadena had decorated the 
train. 

The Pullman coaches were well 
worthy of note, for while the distin- 
guished guests were disporting them- 
selves through Pasadena in tally-hos, 
a committee of ladies took possession 


of the vacant train and proceeded to [ 


turn it into a bower of roses. In the 
dining-car, the tables were beautifully 
decorated as for a banquet, and in the 
sleepers each seat,was wreathed with 
roses and guarded by stately clumps 
of callas. These superb flowers were 
the especial delight of the eastern 
guests, who had been skeptical regard- 
ing the stories of calla hedges, and 
of the great size attained by the 
plants in this climate, until they con- 
vinced themselves by sight and touch 
that there had been no exaggeration. 
Fully half the party was armed with 
calla wands, which added much to the 
effect of picturesque innocence sought 
for by these gentle shepherds of the 
tourist flocks. 

If they are in California for fun, the 
journey has certainly been no disap- 
pointment so far. The only wonder is’ 
that human fiesh and blood does not 
sink under the amount of hard work 
involved in the pursuit of pleasure. 
Yesterday, the party stopped for two 
hours each at Redlands and Riverside, 
taking the regulation drives in each
